Among others whom , 
he Called on was Mr, J. B. Rotting- 
haus, and to him he stated, or at least 
Mr. Rottinghaus so understood, that 
he was a Roman Catholic.

. for Many Years. 


Ih» Queer Looking- Structure -Erected'by 


tlra Owner of the Imminence—Once 


» FaTorite Reiort of 


tli« Children.

Mount Ararat- is the first .of a series 


of >hills-'which end in the ridge upon 
which Summit is located. - 'With' many 
twists and turns the tracks of-the Mor- 
ris & Essex division' of the Delaware, 
•Lackawanna & Western railroad climb 
up from the Orange valley to the top of 
this ridge, at Summit. Quite near to 
th'e-track—about half a mile—is Mount 
Ararat, upon which stood for many 
years the queer-looking1 structure called 
the ."Ark." 


This ark, says an eastern exchange 


,would have been a mere cockleshell 
upon the broad expanse-of waters, and 
if its builder built it for a second deluge 
he took care not to put too much of an 


> outlay on a-useless object. It was 
twenty-five years-ago that B. FvKissam 
owned Mount Ararat and many broad 
acres surrounding'it. Hi's fine resi- 
dence stood on the east" side of the 
Springfield'turnpike, in Jlilburn town- 
ship, fiTbout a mileN and a half from the 
villages of Millvurn and Springfield. 


Not far from his house was_ ,the base 


of Mount Ararat. This spot was the 
highest point on his domain, from which 
a fine view could be obtained of the 
surrounding country. - It was in the 
year 1869—according to the people still 
living in Milburn—that Mr. Kissam 
constructed the queer wooden building 
which looked like an "ark," and was 
perched -upon the crest of this-emi- 
nence. The craft wasj about fifteen 
feet long'by five feet wide, pointed at 
both ends, and surmounted by a canopy 
supported by, fanc3' posts, much on the 
Swiss style. The.boat stood about two 
feet from the ground and was reached 
by a short flight of wooden steps. 


Its interior arrang-emertts were very 


meager, consisting onlj' of comfortable 
seats at the ends and on both sides. As 
the sides were not inclosed It was ex 
posed to the elementSj'and thoug-h'kept 
in repair during the ownership of the 
builder it became a prey to'th'e influ- 
ence of time and the : storms, which 
found it'a good mark in its unprotected 
position on the hilltop. I

At' one time it was a favorite resort 


for the school children during the week 
days, and on Sundays was the Mecca to 
which boys and girls turned their steps 
when out fora walk. _ If any boy had 
a new jackknife whose1 qualities were 
to be tried, the "ark" was the best ob- 
ject to attack. As a result it was cov- 
ered with all sorts of poetic effusions, 
both original and otherwise. Initials and 
names were carved,- cut, or "scratched 
in every nook and corner. These pen- 
knife attacks helped along the destruc- 
tion, and each year witnessed the de- 
cay and demolition of the-building. 


The 'framework, : which alone re- 


mained, was destroyed about two years 
ago by a fire which started in the long 
grass surrounding it.. Mr. Kissam, tEe 
builder, long ago sold the property 
upon which the "ark" stood, and after 
passing through various hands it is now 
owned by James R. Pitcher of Short 
Hills. It is safe to say that no object 
in that portion of New Jersey was more 
conspicuous .than the old "ark," and 
nothing was more miseed from the land- 
scape.

Hypnotism May Have a Serious

Portsmouth has gone mad over hyp- 


notism. As a popular amusement it 
bids lair to rival cards and dancing. 
Just at the present time "it leads'em 
alL " You hear it talked of frequently on 
the street corners, 
More frequently it 


is the subject of conversation in some 
drawing room where fashionable folk 
congregate. It is the fad of the hour, 
and the long haired gentleman whose 
experiments and exhibitions were the 
cause of this excitement may have a 
monument dedicated to him a la Park- 
hurst—if he stays long enough. The 
reaton for this is apparent To most 
people hypnotism is a new subject, 
concerning which they have a vague 
idea but very little real knowledge, 
The name, in most cases, is associated 
with something mysterious or super- 
natural, and the tendency of American 
people to bo attracted to that which is 
shadowy or unreal is proverbial. In 
the present case the interest excited 
may in a measure, be due to the charm- 
ing personality 
of the 
man 
who 


has 
undertaken the 
difficult 
task 


of initiating Portsmouth people into 
the mysteries of hypnotism. For in 
many respects Prof. Santanelli is a 
wonderful man. He is-of a very ob- 
serving disposition, has an active mind 
and is quick to seize upon any point- 
and turn it to his advantage. Much 
travel and contact with persons of all 
classes and conditions of life has given 
him a polished manner and renders 
him at ease in any company. He is a 
clover conversationalist, and personally 
is a jolly good fellow. He has no doubt 
made a study of hypnotism and under- 
stands it to a greater or less degree- 
At any rate he is familiar with the gen- 
eral principles of the science—if science 
it be. But Santanolli is essentially a 
mountebank—a showman, with the 
vices and virtues of his class. He is 
not here for any love of Portsmouth 
people, but the money there is in it, 
and can be depended upon to fool thorn 
if he can. Ho himself says if you have 
intelligence and S10 he will teach you 
what he knows—the 810 being the most 
essential. 


Santanelli appears to be an exception 


to his class, bnt most traveling show- 
men leanAoward the unscrupulous, and 
hence it was with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether any evil effects were lia- 
ble to result from the use or abuse of 
hypnotism, that a TIMES reporter call- 
ed on a well known medical man last 
evening—a gentleman who endeavors 
to keep abreast of the times, in all 
things pertaiding to his profession. In 
reply to a question the gentleman re- 
marked that for some time past he had 
noticed that newspapers of the city 
had contained, almost daily, reports of 
the "supernatural" powers of a pro- 
fessed showmivn, in spite of the fact, 
that the aforesaid showman disclaimed 


little effort and no cos'--inv person so 
inclined may f^miliariza themselves 
with hypnotism by reference to the 
Encyclopaedia Brittaoniea, 
It will 


be found under the head of Magnetism 
Vol. XV, page 278. It sums up as 
follows:" 


"It is evident then that animal mag- 


netism or hypnotism is a peculiar phys- 
iological condition excited by powerful 
action of certain parts of-the cerebral 
nervous organs, and' that it is not 
caused by any occult force emanating 
from the operator. 
While all the 


phenomena cannot be accounted for, 
owing to the imperfect knowledge we 
possess.of the brain and cord, enough 
has been stated to show that, just in 
proportion as our knowledge has in-

creased, has it been possible to pive a 
rational explanation of some of toe 
phenomena. It is also clear that the 
perverted condition ol the nervous ap- 
paratus in hypnotism is of a serious 
character, and therefore that these ex- 
periments should not be performed by 
ignorant empirics for the sake of gain, 
or with a view of causing amusement. 
Nervous persons may be seriously in- 
jured by bein£ subjected to such experi- 
ments, more especially if they undergo 
them repeatedly, audit should be illegal 
to have public exhibitions of the land 
alluded to. 
The medical profession 


has always been rightly jealous of the 
employment of hypnotism in the treat- 
ment of disease, both from fear of the 
effects of such operations on the ner- 
vous systems of excitable people, and 
because such practice is in the border 
land of quackery and imposture. Still, 
in the hands of .skillful men, there is 
no reason why the proper employment 
of a method influencing the nervous 
system so powerfully as hypnotism, 
should not be the means of relieving 
pain or of remedyiug disease."
